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Hr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlem^, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  last  report  on  the  health  and  environment 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1973* 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  as  si;qpplied  by  the  Office  of  Population 
Censuses  and  Surveys  was  22,500* 

Tliere  were  355  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a  death  rate  of  15*8  per 
1,000  population,  hi^er  than  the  national  rate  of  12*0*  There  were  2  deaths 
in  infants  of  under  1  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  9  per 
1,000  live  births,  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  16*  The  greater  nimber  of 
deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age  84*6%*  Ischaemic  heart  disease 
and  Cerebrovascular  Disease  again  being  the  greatest  killer,  whilst  malignant 
neoplasm  of  the  lung  bronchus  caused  12  deaths,  6  less  than  the  previous  year* 
There  were  248  births,  25  of  which  were  illegitimate,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
15*7  per  1,000  population,  national  rate  was  15*7*  The  illegitimate  live  t&rths 
as  percentage  of  all  live  births  was  9,  the  previous  year  9f  the  national  rate 
was  9*  There  were  82  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified,  72  measles  and  9 
scarlet  fever  and  1  Infective  Jaundice* 

During  the  year  the  water  supply  to  the  district  was  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality,  bacteriologically  and  chemically,  the  supply  comes  from  bores  at 
Driby,  Twentylands  and  Mtanby*  The  population  supplied  was  22,500.  The  number  of 
houses  vdio  had  a  mains  supply  direct  to  the  house  were  8,636  and  the  number  with 
standpipes  40  the  figures in  respect  of  individual  parishes  who  have  a  direct 
supply  to  the  house  and  supplied  by  means  of  standpipe  are  not  available.  15ie 
fluoride  content  of  Driby  supply  is  0*09  p*p*m*,  Twentylands  0.02  and  Mumby 
0*75  p*p*m*
